In the King’s Bench Division, before the 
Lord Chief Justice and Mr. Justice Dodd, 
Mr. Newett (instructed by Messrs. William 
J. Shannon and Co.) applied on behalf of Mr, 
Patrick J. Monks, of a Eo a Castle- 
knock, Co. Dublin, farmer, for a conditional 
order of mandamus directed to the Lord 
Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses of Dublin, 
commanding them to make provision for the 
payment of an allowance to which he was 
entitled. Counsel moved on the affidavit of 
Mr. Monks, who stated that for twelve years 
and upwards, prior to the year 1920, he had 
been in the employment of the Corporation 
as manager of the Stanley street Workshops, 
being & pensionable office, and ‘at the time of 
his resignation his salary, fees and emolu- 
ments in respect of the office amounted to 
£5350 8s. On the 20th June, 1920, he resigned 
his office with the sanction of the Local 
Government Board, and a dispute having 
arisen as to his right to receive an allowance 
or pension from the Corporation, the Local 
Government Board, in exercise of the powers 
Neva to them by Section 8 of the Local 

vernment (Ireland) Act, 1919, by sealed 
order dated 25th October, 1920, deterniined 
that he was entitled to receive an allowance 
from the Corporation from the time of his 
resignation of . per annum. The 
Corporation failed to pay the allowance. 

After the recent change of Government the 
allowance was paid by the Ministry of 
Local Government by monthly payments of 
£25 on the second day of each month. These 
ayments continued up to the month of 
larch, 1924, when he-received on the 2nd 
March the last of the monthly payments, 
being for the period to 29th February, 1924, 
leaving due to him the sum of £18 4s. 10d.

The three placed sheep in Shropshires 
were a very typical trio; shearling ewes were 
a stylish lot, and ewe lambs a very nice class. 
Oxfords shcwed up very well; the shearlin 
rams were strong, and possessed good 
and wool. Suffolks were a most satisfactory 
collection, but for the tendency to black wool 
in some fleeces. 

The ram lambs were a very good class, and 
for this time of year were well forward. 
These classes pleased the judge immensely, 
and showed a marked improvement on what 
was exhibited two years ago. 

PIGS. 

The Pig section was marked by a very dis- 
tinct imp -cment, both in regard to quality 
and to the ,.umper of entries. Many fine 
specimens of the large Irish white breed were 
sa, Boars were an excellent selection, apd 
after keen competition for the Denny Cup 
value thirty guineas, for the best class of 
animal most nearly approximating to the ideal 
bacon pig, it was awarded to Mr. J. Willing- 
ton’s Cestledermot. Major. 

The Sow classes were very creditable. Mr. 
Willington was also successful here, his ex- 
hibits in the class which farrowed on or after 
July. 1st, 1923, winning the first three awards 
with what the judge Jeacribed as a beautiful 
trio in a very strong class. The same exhibitor 
also won in the class farrowed before July 
with a very fine type of the large white breed. 


GOATS. 

In the Goat section most interest attached 
to the exhibits of young animals, and particu- 
larly to the class confined to Irish goats. 
While the entry in this particular class was 
not large, the condition and the gs af 
the exhibits reached a high standard.

RABBITS. 

There was a very large number of entries 
in the Rabbit section, and there was a re- 
markable improvement in regard to the types 
shown. Visitors were numerous throughout 
the afternoon, and seemed to be particularly 
attracted by the special section devoted to a 
display of articles made ‘in Ireland from 
rabbit furs. The object of the promoters of 
this special. section is to establish fur pro- 
duction on a commercial basis in Ireland, and 
they have been encouraged by the great suc- 
cess which has attended fur production in 
ingland. 


POULTRY. 


The exhibition of Poultry, as far as the 
female birds were concerned, was considered 
very satisfactory, the’ specimens exhibited 
being of a thoroughly useful quality and much 
in advance of the males. _ Very many birds, 
however, were on the poor side, sume in the 
heavy breeds being much too coarse, and many 
in the lighter breeds being too small and 
narrow. 

Scaly-legged birds were numerous, a sur- 
prising thing in view of the fact that a few 
applications of paraffin oil or ea 
ointment, would prevent this disagreeable ail- 
ment. 

The exhibits attracted large numbers of 
visitors, and the judge's lecture in the after- 
noon was very attentively followed.

EPIZOOTIC ABORTION IN 
CATTLE, 


In the afternoon Sir John MeFadvean, 
Principal of the Royal Veterinary College, 
London, lectured td a 
visitors on “Epizootic Abortion in Cattle, 
and in the course of.his address said that, 
while the germ of this disease was found in 
the year 1896, it did not bring commensurate 
advancement of curative methods with it. 
They were now able to diagnose the disease, 
and the result of tests proved that far more 
ee. were infected with it than they ever 
thourht. 


Dealing with its prevention, he said that it | 


was a very difficult matter, for the disease 
was found amongst the majority of breeding 
herds in England, and he thought in Ireland, 
too. In the present state of ‘knowledge 
vacciaation could be recommended. . During 
the past seven or eight years the artificial 
eulture of the germs of the disease were in- 
jected under the skin of the animals with 
satisfactory results. It was, therefore, recom- 
mended that when heifers were purchased to 
introduce new blood into a stock they should 
be vaccinated, and this, he believed, would 
prove a great safeguard.

With- 
out detracting from the claims of Clydesdales 
for outstanding qualities, the failure of the 
Irish draught horse to come forward. is more 
to be deplored than the other, Here is a real 
national breed, and one that is entirely suit- 
able for this country. Yet it has never really 
} caught on, or rather it has not progressed as 
it should have. done since it got . official 
recognition, now many years ago. In those 
days one looked forward to a future .when 
the Irish draught horses would make a dis- 
at Ballsbridge worthy of their sterling

Youth won the major award, and\ this easily, 
and here it may be remarked that the first 
prize winner in each ‘class is out of the same 
dam—viz., Molly Gray, by Young Arthur. 

The Clydesdales Were taken by Mr. A: 
Bissett, whose task also was a light one. In 
the stallion class that well-known breeder, 
Mr. Peter Bartley, took first with the well- 
known Scottish-bred eight-year-old dark bay 
Minucius (Munchansen—Princers José), while 
Mr. P. Collins was placed second with a 
two-year-old bay (bred at the Model Farm, 
Glasnevin) by Stormanstown—Briar vot. 
Mr. Bartley monopolised the brood mare cless 
with his two exhibits.

DEPARTMENT’S EDUCATIONAL 
EXHIBIT. 


Admirably displayed in the Industrial Hall, 
in the Annexe and in the West Hall, is the 
Educational -Exhitit sof the - Department. of 
Agriculture. The Forestry and Horticultaral 
Sections are pleasantly laid out in the Annexe 
with shrubs, young. trees and garden vege- 
tables. The methods of propagation of 
forestry are demonstrated, and the illustra- 
tions show how such trees as larch and spruce 
may be easily grown from seed hy the farmer. 
The flowers and shrubs displayed are of a 
hardy nature, ard suitable for outdoor culti- 
vation. 

In the Industrial Hall a striking display ‘is 
provided by the Department. The growing 
interest in poultry-keeping.is here reflected, 
and every device for the-comfort aud improve- 
ment of fowls is on view. They range from 
chicken brooders to large houses,, which can 
be taken to pieces and re-erected within an 
hour. Specimens of the leading: varieties of 
fowls are shown with their recofds and 
pedigrees. The Marketing Section: is neatly 
and effectively arranged, and shows the right 
as well as the wrong way of packing, + grad- 
ing, and marketing produce, which includes 
eggs, butter, cheese, apples. etc.' The Dairy- 
ing Section includes a fully equipped~ farm 
dairy, and shows the importance of. claanli- 
ness in handling products. Modern utensils, | 
apparatus for milk-testing and statistics .xhow- | 
ing the extent and importance of the. dairy- 
ing industry are displayed. ie! 
addition sections dealing with -soil -cultiva- 
tion and the use of manures. and varieties of 
grain which are best suited to Ftish soil: and 
climate. i 

An important section is that -which- deals 
with potato growing, and here ‘may ‘be seen 
the results from the .use of proper seed. 
maruring and cultivation: — The°vavages of 
“ Black Scab’ and other diseases. are demon- 
strated, and information and advice are to be 
had for the asking. The Feeding Stuffs Sec- 
tion deals with economical feeding, and’ shows 
the ill-effects of improper feeding. This is 
illustrated by the installation of nme animals, 
mostly pigs, which have been undergoing 
feeding tests for several months «under the 
supervision of the Department. The results 
of the different methods of. feeding are very 
evident in the varying conditions of the 
animals, and it is made clear that as good 
results are obtained by cheap foods, properly 
proportioned, as accrue from “those costing 
much more.

Light and Darkness. 


In the language of the picture-house, 
Dublin is “ featuring ’’ to-day examples of 
two conflicting qualities of the national 
mind—its genius for organisation and its 
genius for anarchy. The Royal Dublin 
Society's Show is a triumph of organisa- 
tion. Its main purpose is the promotion 
of the cattle trade but in the Society's 
hands this annual function has become 
something much bigger than even the 
most progressive of cattle shows. At Balls- 
bridge this week the visitor sees an 
ordered exposition of the whole develop- 
ment of agricultural science. The Show 
is a sort of university for the Irish farmer, 
where the world’s ripest experience and 
latest research are concentrated for his 
study and inspiration. Here he finds in 
action a magnificent display of the most 
modern machinery of his craft. He learns 
how his business must be conducted if he 
is to compete successfully in the richest 
market of Europe. The immense range 
of agricultural education and the oppor- 
tunities for such education that now lie 
at his own door are put before him in the 
exhibits of the Department of Agriculture, 
to whose great work this Show gives a 
great advertisement. There was every 
sign yesterday that this year’s Show will 
establish a new landmark in the Royal 
Dublin Society's career; and when we 
think of the zeal, energy and trained in- 
telligence which have gone to its making 
we must feel confident that our country is 
endowed, as highly as any other, with the 
capacity for progress. Alas! it is endowed 
also with a lamentable capacity for toler- 
ance of the persistent stupidities and 
tyrannies of our industrial economy. On 
Tuesday evening, at the barest notice, 
the gas supply was cut off from all the 
townships of Dublin, and at noon yester- 
day the city found itself in the same 
case, A more cruel and more senseless 
deprivation of one of the first necessaries 
of life hardly can be imagined. The worst 
and most helpless sufferers are the poorest 
classes of the community. Thousands of 
homes have | en left without light, 
without comfort and, perhaps, without 
food on account of an obscure quarrel 
between the Gas Company and its 
workers. 

hatever the merits of this gas strike 
may be, the manner of it is an outrage ; 
and the public ought to demand from both 
parties such defence of their action as 
they may be able to offer. It now appears 
that the trouble began in January, that 
an unsuccessful conference was held a 
fortnight ago at the Ministry of Industry 
and Commerce, and that, a week later, 
the men discussed the project of a strike, 
Yet the Company’s notice of the danger 
was published only a few hours before 
the supply of gas was stopped, and the 
loss of their supper on Tuesday night 
was the first warning that many citizens 
in the townships received. The Gas Com- 
pany draws its profits from the public 
and surely ought to have shown some 
regard for the public's comfort and con- 
venience. Even two days’ notice of a pos- 
sible strike would have averted a large 
amount of hardship. The men are not 
less to blame; for they “tushed” the 
strike on the very day when the Minister 
of Industry and Commerce announced 
that the causes of the dispute would be 
investigated by a court of inquiry. We 
hope that to-day the Minister will he 
firm with both parties, and that the

sufferings of their fellow-citizens, If they 
will return to work immediately, pending 
the decision of the court of inquiry, they 
may be quite sure that the public, as well 
as the court, will give an impartial hear- 
ing to their claims. The whole business 
is an even more than usually flagrant 
illustration of the folly, cruelty and 
costliness of the methods of industrial 
dispute which have survived into this 
twentieth century. Until some better 
system is devised, which will substitute 
reason and reflection for haste and 
passion, we shall enjoy no sense of 
security in economic affairs. One of the 
nation’s hands will continue to destroy 
the other's work, and the brains and 
energy which create such enterprises as 
the Royal Dublin Society's Show will he 
cheated of their full measure of service to 


the people. 


Music in Ireland. 

The Feis Ceoil, which is being held in 
Dublin this week, is one of Ireland's most 
valuable institutions. Throughout all 
the turmoil of the last five years musical 
culture has continued to flourish under its 
eegis, and while politicians have been 
busily engaged in the: partition of our 
little island, the “ Feis” has been acting 
as a magnet to draw North and South 
This year some of the best 
singers and instrumentalists have come 
from the Six Counties, where the art of 
music is becoming increasingly popular, 
and the friendly rivalry between them and 
their fellow-musicians from the South is a 
reproach to all who are trying to make 
discord for political The 
standard of the performances at the Feis 
Ceoil continues to be high, and the average 
is improving steadily. There was a time 
when music was neglected badly in Ire- 
land; just as German scholars were 
needed to awaken popular interest in the 
Irish language, English musicians were 
left to discover the incomparable beauties 
of the Irish folk-song. thanks 
largely to the influence of the Feis Ceoil, 
Irish men and women themselves have 
begun to realise the wealth of musical 
culture which lies at their hands, and 
there are signs of a renaissance which will 
be welcomed by musicians throughout the 
world, This revival of musical culture in 
Ireland never can be achieved by the 
parochial methods of “ Irish Irelanders,” 
and the Feis Ceoil recognised this fact long 
ago. Only through the study of the 
masters—of Mozart, Beethoven, Wagner, 
Bach and the rest—can the Irish people 
learn really to appreciate their own lovely 
songs and to recapture the atmosphere of 
the old Celtic bards. If the syllabus of 
the Feis Ceoil were confined to Irish music, 
it would be useless. Its admirable catho- 
licity is its most valuable feature. 

The Feis Ceoil, like every other Irish 
institution of real worth, has suffered in 
the past through popular apathy. “ven 
to-day it has no home, and its com peti- 
tions are held here, there and everywhere. 
The fact that a city of Dublin’s size and 
standing is still without a concert hall 
is an artistic scandal. We ot the South 
often are inclined to adopt an air of in- 
tellectual and esthetic superiority towards 
the people Belfast; but far 
as music is concerned the boot is on 
the other foot. Belfast has an excellent 
concert hall, and an Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra into the bargain. 
Surely. Dublin ought to be able to sup- 
port similar institutions. Apart from the 
theatres, which are constantly in commis- 
sion, there is not a single place in Dublin 
where a first-class concert can be held. 
The result is, naturally, that the people 
are condemned to a sort of musical starva- 
tion, and are forced to assimilate their 
necessary nourishment through the rather 
unsatisfactory media of the gramaphone 
and the “wireless” receiving set. The 
Committee of the Feis Ceoil is willing to 
do everything in its power to assist in 
the provision of a concert hall; but. of 
course, it has only very small funds at 
its disposal, and without public support 
can do nothing. The Free State Govern- 
ment already has shown its sympathy with 
musical culture by the encouragement of 
military bands, and we are sure that, if 
& serious attempt were made by private 
enterprise to secure a good concert hall 
for Dublin, every possible facility would 
be granted. The initiative, however, must 
be taken by the public. There is no lack 
of enthusiasm for the project, but it needs 
to be mobilised and directed into practical 
channels. Dublin has been talking about 
a concert hall ever since the Feis Ceoil 
was started. The time has come when 
something ought to be done,

American Politics. 


Mr. Edward G. Lowry, the well-known 
authority on American politics, informs 
The Times that Republican opinion is not 
hopeful concerning Mr. Coolidge’s eandida- 
ture at the Presidential election. The 
election will be held in November, 
and the President's prospects have 
been impaired by the very sordid 
oil scandals that are still fresh 
in the public memory. He was in a large 
measure the victim of circumstances. He 
was forced to choose between awkward 
alternatives—either to retain the services 
of Mr. Daugherty, his Attorney-General, 
and run the risk of identifying himself 
with that person's conduct, or to dismiss 
him and challenge his opposition in the 
Presidential campaign. Although Mr. 
Daugherty has not declared war on his 
former chief, the general opinion appears 
to be that his influence will be used to 
Mr. Coolidge'’s disadvantage. Senator La 
Follette has been removed as a possible 
rival by illness, which, coming at his age, 
is sufficient to preclude him from further 
participation in politics, but his influence 
survives with his followers. Mr. Lowry 
condemns the Republican Party as lacking 
in cohesion, discipline, organisation, and a 
sense ‘of party loyalty, Seventeen 
Republican Senators are standing for 
election this year, representing all 
parts of the United States. It is 
significant that not one of them has 
defended the Administration since the out- 
break of the oil scandal, The election in 
November is likely to be a straight fight 
between the Republicans and the Demo- 
crats. If the prophecies of Mr. Coolidge’s 
failure to become the Republican candidate 
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Mr. Hughes, who opposed Mr, Wilson in 
1916, is thought to have a good chance, and 
Mr. Hoover has a formidable backing in 
the Western States. 


' The Aerial Odyssey. 

All the airmen who are now engaged 
in long-distance flights have experiesiced 
a certain measure of ill-fortune or diffi- 
culty. Lieutenant d'Oisy, the intrepid 
Frenchman, continues, however, to enjoy 
much of the good luck that is the com- 
panion of courage. His objective now :is 
Tokio, and, in flying from Bangkok to 
Saigon, he has thrown behind him the 
most uicult and most dangerous portion 
of his journey. During this period he was 
flying over a wild, mountainous country, 
and the heat was so intense that the water 
in his radiator reached boiling point and 
threatened an explosion. Squadron-Leader 
MacLaren, the British airman, has been 
able to make a (fresh start, and 
has arrived at Nasirabad en route for 
Allahabad. He reports that his crew are 
well and that the engine has not suffered 
much from his enforced stay at Parlu ; 
and he may yet play the part of the 
tortoise to Lieutenant d'Oisy’s hare in 
this novel race. Major Martin's mishap 
and his bad’ luck as regards weather have 
played havece with the prospects of the 
American expedition, which is a month be- 
hind its schedule, and is likely to en- 
counter the rainy season. in India. 
The Americans are now at Attu 
Island, and instructions have been 
issued to them to push forward with 
the minimum of delay. None of the 
gallant competitors in this international 
adventure can command success, but 
already all of them can claim that they 
deserve it.

SUGAR DUTY. 


_ Major Bryan Cooper moved an amendment 
In connection with Re olution No. 3, relating 
to the tax on confe.'‘onery, that the House 
should decline to agree with it until there 
Was some reduction in the Customs duty on 
sugar. He said that he was sorry that the 
Minister did not take the tax off sugar and 
put it upon tea. Tea was only a drug, but 
sugar was a necessity for children—especially 
growing children—and as a rule they preferred 
to take it in the form of confectionery. The 
sugar duty would reduce the amount of con- 
fectionery consumed. That would be bad for 
business. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson (Labour, Dublin 
County) seconded the amendment. 

The Minister for Finance (Mr. Blythe) said 
that in considering remission of taxes they 
did consider whether a remission should be 
made on tea or sugar. They had felt that it 
would be more desirable to make it on the 
sugar tax, if possible, but they were faced 
with the fact that a farthing on the pound 
would cost £200,000, and that there was a 
great likelihood that t! benefit would not 
reach the consumer at all, and that the Go- 
vernment would be forfeiting the tax without 
benefiting the people. There wag no reason 
why the cheaper sorts of sweets’ should be- 
come dearer on account of this tax. 

Mr. Johnson asked would the Minister ¢on- 
sider the amount of sweet cakes imported, 
especially from the North of Ireland. 

The Minister for Finance said that in the 
case of sweet cakes there was no doubt im- 
portation must be ‘stopped, but that was a 
type of manufacture that could: be very 
easily started in this country. No expensive 
machinery was required. 

On a division, the amendment was lost by 
38 votes to 25, and the motion was passed. 


TINNED FRUITS. 


Major Bryan Cooper moved an amendment 
to the resolution charging a Customs duty at 
the rate of ó 3-5d. per lb. on sugar confec- 
tionery, the effect of which was to exclude 
fruits in syrup, enclosed in sealed tins or 
cans. He said that he did not know if the 
Minister himself was aware of what the effect 
of this tax would be. He thought it was 
wholly unintentional and an unnecessary duty. 

Was the tax for the purpose of revenue? 
If it was, he was utterly opposed to a re- 
venue duty on a cheap and wholesome food. 
Tinned fruit, in the average household, vas 
as much an essential as butter or bacon, sd, 
what was more, it was a Godsend to the 
household. If the Minister was going to tax 
tinned fruit, he had chosen the worst possible 
way of doing it. In regard to the fincy 
fruits, he had doubted the tax, and in regard 
to the cheapest, he had multiplied the tax by 
seven times. 

Mr. Johnson supported ‘the amendment, 
and said that before imposing such a duty 
the Minister should satisfy himself t'iat the 
revenue expected from it could not be obtained 
by any other source. 

Mr. Wilson said that the tax had not even 
the virtue of being a protective one. ' 

Mr. Gorey sugges that a tax on foreign 
bacon shouid be substituted. 


SIMPLIFYING COLLECTION, 


Mr. Blythe said that he did feel that in the 
matter of canned fruits some concession 
should be made, and he would introduce a 
clause in the Finance Bill for that purpose. 
The duty on sugar confectionery was pro- 
posed for two reasons; to give protection and 
to simplify collection. He was opposed to 
going back on the duty on sugar as regarded 
canned fruits. Already he nad _ been 
informed that the dut on  confec- 
tionery of all sorts had very greatly 
relieved the staffs and simplified the work of 
collecting the duty. A tax on the sugar con- 
tents was unduly costly and troublesome, and 
he felt that it was most desirable that they 
should retain the flat rate duty, 

He had recognised that the full rate of 
3 3-5d. was too high, and he was willing to 
make any concession by way of reduction that 
would be consistent with safeguarding the 
revenue aspect of the case. He had suggested 
a reduction of 1 1-5d. If, on investigation, he 
found that it could be made lower he would 
make it lower. 

Mr. Good asked how the reduction now pro- 
posed would affect the prices of tinned fruit, 
and drew attention to the difference in the 
rices ruling in Northern Ireland and the Free 
tate. 

Mr. Blythe explained that it was not pro- 
posed to amend the resolution on the present 
stage, but when the alteration was made he 
hoped to be able to state what the effect of 
the reduction would be on the various 
standard grades of tinned fruits.

A meeting of Unionist members of Parlia- 
ment was held at the House of Commons 
yesterday evening to enlighten new members 
on the Irish Boundary question.

Craig, M.P., said that they refused to appoint 
a Commissioner, or to accept the Boundary 
Clause, because the latter proposed to inter- 
fere with - territory which was given to 
Northern Ireland after lengthy negotiation 
and as a final settlement of the Home Rule 
question, and given to her by a document just 
as sacred and binding as any treaty—namely, 
the Act of 1920. he maintained that the 
British Government had no right to barter 
away territory which was already handed into 
the custody of another Government. Ulster, 
furthermore, refused to accept the Boundary 
Commission, on the ground also that she had 
received the solemn word of the British Prime 
Minister that in tle negotiations for the 
Treaty nothing should be done which might 
be harmful to Ulster’s interests, and, further, 
that te then existing powers and privileges 
of the Parliament and Government of 
Northern Ireland could not be abrogated, ex- 
cept by their own consent.

OBITUARY. 


SIR COURTENAY ILBERT. 


Sir Courtenay Peregrine Ilbert, G.C.B 
K.C.S.IL, C.LE; who was Clerk of the House 
of Commons from 1902 to 1921. died yester- 
day at Penn, his Buckinghamshire residence, 
in his eighty-third year. Sir. Courtenay was 
educated at Marlborough College, and at 
Balliol College, Oxford, of which he was 
Scholar, Fellow, and ) -vsar. During an 
exceptionally distinguished University career 
he won the Hertford, Ireland, Craven, 
and Eldon Scholarships. He was called to 
the Bar at Lincoln’s Inn in 1869. Before his 
appointment as Clerk of the House Sir 
Courtenay had held many important offices 
in India, where he was Legal member and 
afterwards President of the Council of the 
Governor-General. From 1899 to 1901 he 
was Parliamentary Counsel to the Treasury. 
He had been Chairman of the Statute Law 
Committee, and had taken an active interest 
in educational affairs. He was author of 
several well-known works on legal and other 
subjects. 


MAITRE EMILE XAVIER 
WAMBACH. 


The death is announced. at Antwerp. of 
one of Belgium’s leading musicians, Maitre 
Emile Xavier Wambach, at the age of 70 
years. Since the death of Maitre Jan Block. 
in 1912, M. Wambach has been Director of 
the Royal Flemish Conservatoire. He was 
widely respected throughout Belgium and 
France for his fame as a composer and 
virtuoso of the violin. He spent some years 
in London at the time of the German in- 
vasion of Antwerp. He was a member of the 
Royal Academy of Belgium, member du 
Corps Académigue d’Anvers, President pour 
la Belgique de la Société des Auteurs, Com. 
bai et Editeurs de Musique de Paris, 

irecteur Honoraire de la Maitrise de la 
Cathédrale d’Anvers, Président du Collége 
Musical Belge, Officier de l’Ordre de Léopold, 
Commandeur de l'Ordre de la Couronne, 
Officier de l’Ordre du Soleil Levant et du 
Lion de Perse, and held various other dis- 
tinctions. His operas an? oratorios are 
numerous; some of his works were cestroyed 
during the Great War. His burial took place 
from the Cathedral of Antwerp on the 9th 
of May.

MANCHESTER COMPANY’S 
COMPLAINT. 


At a meeting of the Cork Harbour: Reard 
yesterday, Trafford Park Estates, Ltd., 
Manchester, wrote stating that the company, 
with its associated companies, some time ago 
announced its intention of operating a line of 
steamers between Ireland and Manchester 
provided they could obtain the advantage of 
through rates for Irish produce from interior 
oints in Ireland to interior points in Eng- 
and.

KILLED IN OUTHOUSE. 


INQUEST ON MURDERED 
LABOURER. 


Death due to wounds wilfully and mali- 
ciously inflicted by a person or persons un: 
known was the verdict at an inquest at Tulla- 
more yesterday on John Condron, | 54, 
labourer, who was found wounded and un- 
conscious in an outhouse on Monday morning 
and died on Tuesday. 

Bernard Caulfield, employer of the, deceased, 
stated that Condron and another labourer 
named Deavey régularly slept in the out- 
house. They quarrelled sometimes when they 
had drink taken, but were usually good 
friends. 

Michael Dwyer, labourer, stated that he 
met Daniel Deevey on Sunday night near Mr. 
Caulfield’s house. He had something in his 
hand, and he said to the witness: ‘‘ I'm going 
in now and I'll kill Condron.”” The witness 
yy no attention to this remark, as Deevey 
ad often said the same kind of thing before. 
Sergeant O'Connor, Civic Guard, stated 
that he visited the outhouse, where he found 
the deceased's bed covered with blood. 
Deevey's bed was unoccupied, There were 
blood stains on both beds, as well as on the 
wall, about the fireplace, and on the door- 
step. 

Dr. G. A. Moorhead, who, with Dr. 
Meagher, made a post-mortem examination, 
said there were extensive wounds on the de- 
ceased’s head. ere were eight wonnds on 
the face and three on the back of the head 
behind the left ear. The brain was Jacerated 
and reduced to pulp. The hammer (produced) 
could have caused the circular wound at thé 
back of the ear, and the stick (p 
could have caused the wounds on t . 

DEEVEY REMANDED. 
Daniel Deevey, labourer, was subsequently 
remanded 7” District Justice O'Donoghue, 
charged with the wilful murder of Condron.

MACHINERY IN MOTION A 
GOOD FEATURE,

Since the Royal Dublin Society revived 
the National Agricultural Show as it 
existed before 1879, there has never been 
held at Ballsbridge a more comprehensive 
exhibition than that which was openel 
yesterday. Every branch of farming is 
represented in the catalogue, and visitors 
who care to do so may learn a lot from 
an inspection of the exhibits. 

That there are many who are willing 
to avail themselves of the opportunities 
afforded by this event was evident from 
yesterday’s attendance. For an opening 
day the receipts at the turnstiles are 
officially stated to constitute a record. 
This is very gratifying, considering the 
uncertainty of the weather, and :t augurs 
well for the remaining days of this im- 
portant fixture. 

The Society is now reaping the reward 
of its efforts to reorganise the Spring 
Show, started five years ago, when the 
present director, Mr. E. Bohane, took over 
the ‘reins of office, Previous to that the 
April Show was mainly a huge cattle 
show and sale. Under the new arrange- 
ment a highly successful bull show and 
sale is held in the month of March. - The 
May Show is intended to fill the same 
place in Ireland as the “Royal ” Show 
does in England and the ' Highland "’ one 
in Scotland. That success has been 
attained in this direction is clear from 
the area represented by the exhibits. Each 
of the four provinces has its contingent. 
Several of the live stock exhibitors have 
over a score of entries each, and one cross- 
Channel breeder of shorthorns ‘has 
accounted for a cup and champion prize. 

But for the foot-and-mouth restrictions 
it is probable that other cross-Channel 
exhibits would have been forward, but, 
even without these, the Show is not lack- 
ing in quality. 

Of the shorthorn, Aberdeen-Angus, and 
Hereford breeds, the ju. ; spoke highly 
at the informal lectures which took place 
after their wor': was completed. Their re- 
marks were listened to attentively by 
many who wanted to know how the judges 
arrived at their decisions. The interest 
aroused was evident from the questions 
which members of the audience put to 
the various lecturers. An innovation 
which was much appreciated was the 
special lecture by Professor John 
McFadyean, «* London. 

Another popular feature is the exten- 
sive educational exhibit made by the De- 
partment of Agriculture. Every phase of 
the Department’s work is depicted in this 
exhibition, and no visitor ‘to Ballsbridge 
should fail to see it. ! 

This important section of the Show wa 
visited yesterday by the Governor-General. 
accompanied by Commandant O'Reilly, 
A.D.C,, and Mr. Kevin O'Higgins, 
Minister for Home Affairs. They were 
accompanied by Lord HolmPatrick, Mr. 
H. Franks, and Mr. J. R. Campbell, 
Assistant Secretary, Department of Agri- 
culture. Other distinguished visitors in- 
cluded :—President Cosgrave, Mr. Ernest 
Blythe, Minister for Finance; Mr. E. J. 
Duggan, Mr. Hugh Kennedy, Attorney- 
General, and Professor Hayes. 

Much interest was taken in the working 
dairy and competition of butter-makers. 
In the pavilion where these events take 
place the Irish railway companies have 
arranged a series of beautiful paintings 
illustrating beauty spots in various parts 
of the country. These make the pavilion 
exceedingly attractive, besides serving the 
purpose of an advertisement. 

The display of agricultural machinery 
and appliances is the best that has been 
seen in Ireland. The Central Hall, where 
the lighter articles are shown, was yester- 
day a scene é great activity, while the 
machinery paddock, where no fewer than

are at work, was a regular hive of in- 
dustry. The Show promises to be a good 
one for business.

From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

The House of Commons was quiet this 
afternoon, and a long list of du 
run through before a breeze — isturbed the 
serenity of the atmosphere. Viscount Curzon 
was talerened that it was the intention of the 
Government to publish the official account of 
the Battle of Jutland. i 

Questions «ver, the House quite enjoyed 
itself for nearly half an hour discussin 
whether a statement in the Daily Heral 
by a member of Parliament was a new breach 
ob privilege. The Speaker ruled that it was 
not, and the member himself stated that he 
made the statement before the first breach of 
privilege occurred. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald announced that the 
Government had decided to reject the Burney 
airship scheme. The Government considered it 
essential, however, to carry into effect, as 
early as possible, a constructive’ programme 
of air development. They proposed, ac- 
cordingly, to authorise the Air Muinstry to 
initiate, forthwith, a comprehensive pro- 
gramme of lighter than air research and ex- 
periment. Accordingly, one of the existing 
ships would be reconditioned for that pur- 
pose. The Air Ministry would undertake the 
early construction of a new airship of a 
capacity of five million cubic feet. he net 
expenditure involved for thtee years was 
£1,200,000, for which a Ae esti- 
mate will be presented. e Air Ministry 
would further undertake the construction of a 
terminal and an intermediate base overseas, 
to enable the airships to be operated with 
safety between England and India, 

The statement was followed by a discussion 
on the fact that T'Ae Times published a por- 
tion of the information given by the Prime 
Minister in its edition this morning. It 
appeared that Commander Burney had re- 
peated to TAÁe Times: representative news 
which had appeared in other papers some 
days ago, and thought that he was safe in 
doing so. He explained the facts to the 
House, and was absolved from: blame. 

BRITISH EMPIRE EXHIBITION. 

Various aspects of the British Empire Ex- 
hibition were under discussion in connection 
with a financial resolution, which proposes to 
increase the Government. guarantee from 
£100,000 to £600,000. 

Mr. Lunn, who represents the Department 
of Overseas Trade, explained that the Ex- 
hibition had developed into something far 
more comprehensive than was at first con- 
templated, and the outside guarantee had 
reached the figure of £1,200,000. The total 
cost of the Exhibition, up to the time of 
its opening, was £2,823,000. A further sum 
of £379,000 was required to complete con- 
struction, which could not be met out cf 
revenue. He was hopeful that the xuarantees 
would involve no loss, either to the Govern- 
ment or to individual guarantors. 

He mentioned the interesting fact that it 
was expected that the first million of visitors 
to the Exhibition would be reached to-day. A 
great deal depended on the weather, but it 
was estimated that at least thirty million 
people would visit the Exhibition before it 
closed. If this figure was reached the revenue 
would amount to. £2,350,000, whilst on the 
same basis concessions and entertainments 
would bring in another £950,000. 

Sir Alfred Butt was not entirely satisfied 
with the way things had been managed, 
whilst Mr. Darbishire doubted the wisdom of 
the Government in having anything to do 
with Exhibitions at all. He did not believe 
that they were of any real value to trade. 

‘* PROFITEERING.,”’ 

A brilliant but hardly practical suggestion 
came from Mr. Tom Johnston, who, complain- 
ing of BE pas cvcansr by financial, eXploiters 
and hotel proprietors, thought this a good 
opportunity of bringing all the surplus ship- 
ping up the Thames to provide berths for 
visitors at reasonable rates. Mr. J..H, Thomas, 
the Colonial Secretary, was inclined to agree 
that there had been ‘“‘ profiteering,”’. and 
whilst it was not advisable to say too much 
at this stage, everything possible would be 
done to check abuses. He was quite prepared 
to give a guarantee that the Exhibition would 
neither be destroyed nor its. assets sold nor 
any “ profiteer’’ or exploiter allowed to take 
advantage of the situation without full con- 
sideration of all that was involved in the 
question, Personally, he hoped that the Ex- 
hibition would be continued. It was a magni- 
ficent success, and he was sanguine enough to 
prophesy that not a single penny of the guar- 
antee would be called up. 

The guarantee resolution .was agreed to, 
and for the rest of the evening some Indian 
problems, with particular reference to the 
conditions of wages and labour, were dis- 
eussed, On a motion by Mr. Grundy, enlarging 
en the state of things prevalent in the mines, 
he said that the native worked from 12 to 
16 hours a day, and the death-rate was 
appalling. Mr. Wardlaw Milne was of 
opinion that, all things considered, the worker 
in India was not much .worse off, than the 
labourer in other countries, and.he failed to 
see how any extensions of the franchise, one 
of the measures of amelioration suggested by 
Mr. Grundy, could possibly prove a remedy 
for the ills complained of. 

Mr. Richards, the Under Secretary for 

India, pointed out that one of the great 
obstacles to an improved standard of living 
was the ‘want of capital for the proper de- 
velopment of industries. India was one of 
the few countries in the world which had 
ratified the Washington Convention dealing 
with the hours of labour, and it was hoped 
that conditions would be further improved by 
a bill at present under consideration for the 
exclusion of women and children from the 
mines. - 
_ Earl Winterton claimed that substantial 
improvement had been effected in industrial 
conditions in India through the reforms 
initiated by the Coaservative Government. 
but an enormous amount remained to be done 
to raise the status of the peasant to a decent 
level. The great barrier to. effective reform 
was the large number of the outcast and de- 
pressed classes,

The President’s offence is known. He has 
had had his own ideas of the powers con- 
ferred on him by the Constitution, and these 
could never be to tite taste of the parties of 
the Left.

lt is understood that the Derry Corporation 
Bill, to enable the Council to take over con- 
trol ‘of Carlisle Bridge, which will come 
before the Northern Parliamentary Committee 
next Tuesday, will be unopposed. The 
Derry County Council have been informed by 
the Corporation that in view of the Govern. 
ment assistance which is being rendered in 
connection with the proposed reconstruction 
of the bridge the Corporation have decided 
to withdraw all clauses from the bill requir- 
ing recoupment by the Derry and Tyrone Co. 
Councils in respect of any deficiency. In 
consequence o this undertaking, the Derry 
County Council have agreed to withdraw 
their petition against the bill and to waive 
their claim to costs. It is probable that the 
Tyrone County Council will follow suit. 
Other interests have, it is learned, also been 
settled. 

The Northern Government have promised 
a grant of £100,000 towards reconstructing 
the bridge, the total cost of which will be a 
quarter of a million, so that the Corporation 
will. still have to provide £150,000 except 
other financial relief is obtained, which is not 
improbable. As the highway authority, the 
Corporation would be entitled to fifty per 
cent. of the cost of maintenance of the bridge 
out of the Read Board Grant, and it may be 
that they will obtain from this fund also a 
aum for capital outlay. 

The present bridge is to be widened to pro- 
vide four carriage ways.

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PUBLIC WORKS IN 
ULSYER. 
VOTE OF £105,000 PASSED. 
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In the Northéra House of Commons yester- 
day, Mr. arbour, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry of Finance, in moving a vote of 
£106,827 in respect of public works and 
buildings, said that he regretted that pro- 
gress in connection with the erection of the 
new Parliament buildings at Stormont had 
not been more rapid than it had been, Cer- 
tain difficulties had occurred, but fairly 
satisfactory progress Was how being made. 
lt was proposed to erect throughout the six 
counties a number of new police barracks 
to replace rented buildings which. were not 
quite suitable, and to renovate other barracks 
and bring them, so far as equipment and 
co rt. were concerned, up to the standard 
of English barracks. The scheme would 
ultimately involve an expenditure of £400, 

It was intended to proceed with the erection 
of fourteen new barracks at once, It was 
also proposed to establish a Borstal institu- 
tion in Belfast. and to adapt portion of Bel- 
fast Prison for the reception of convicts, 
instead ‘of sending them across the Channel 
as at present. 

Under the head of education, it would be 
found that there was included in the estimate 
two large item’s—£17,000 for | ulding grants 
and £80,000 for the training college and 
hostel at Stranmillis. As regards the item 
ot £17,000, he should explain that this pro- 
Vision Was intended only for the erection of 
Lew schools, most urgently required, and for 
urgent works of impiovement to existing 
scheela. The Education Act provided for the 
Cte vaction of new schools by the local educa- 
tion authorities, who would at the outset be 
assisted by the State to the extent of iwo- 
iiurds of the annual charges. Pending the 
full operation of the Act in the country dis 
tricts, however, it had been found necessary 
to include provision for grants already in 
train under the system. ‘As regards Bel- 
fast- he understood that the local Education 
Committee were directing their attention to 
the weed for schools in their area, and 
that, in fact, sites had been selected. 
There was a sum of £80,000 for providing the 
temporary bungalow hostels, now completed 
and occupied, The extension and improve- 
ment of Stranmillis House itself ig expected 
to be completed by the end of July. The 
provision now made was mainly required for 
the erection of a lecture block of buildings. 

Mr. Thompsdu Donald urged the neceasity 
of speeding-up the erection of the new Labour 
Exchange.

CHURCH ASSOCIATION’S 
PROTEST. 

Ritualism in the Church of England and in 
the Church of Ireland was denounced last 
evening at a meeting of the Church Associa- 
ton, in the Molesworth Hall, Molesworth 
street, Mublin, 

Sir ‘eert Kennedy, K.C.M.G., presided 
He mentioned that this was the first annual 
meeting of the Irish Branch of the Church 
Association, which was founded in England 
in 1865, mainly for the purpose of upholding 
the Doctrines, Principles and Order of the 
Churches of England and of Ireland, and to 
resist the tendency to assimilate their Services 
with those of the Church of Rome. 

e went on to warn those prceent against 
the dangers of Ritualism, and relerred to the 
views expressed by the Provost of Trinity 
College in Christ Church Cathedral on the 
6th of January last, with regard to the realisa- 
tion of Our Lord’s Prayer for unity before His 
Passion, that“ they all may be one." - 

“fWe tan agree,” raid Sr Robert “ with 
(he statement 2i-the fro vost Trinity that 
this prayer foi «nity .embracgs Christians of 
evé@y type and ach, but 1, fof one, regret that 
the preather lid not make it cleat that 
Christianity must be practical, as well as 
idealistic; that the harmlessness of the dove 
must be combined with the wisdom of the 
serpent—in a word, there can be no re-union 
with Rome until Rome ig other than she is.

language for which the originators and sup- 
porters of that movement are themeelves 
avowedly responsible. But the term ' Roman 
Catholic,'" another compound epithet, likewise 
involving @ solecism in language, is a legal 
appellation for which the Legislature alone, 
and not the communion to which the term 
ip applied, muat be responsible. 

Mr, Lecky, whose Protestantism has never 
been impugned, was severely taken to task for 
the use in his writin of the term 
“Catholic ’’ instead of “ Roman Catholic."’ 
He justified his use of the term ''Catholic '' 
by the statement that it was the term ap- 
plied in, historical writings to persons in 
communion with the Church of Rome, and 
well understood when used in that connection 
as devoid of any special doctrinal significance. 

At the opening of the session of the Irish 
Parliament. in the term ‘ Catholic” 
instead of ‘‘Roman Catholic’’ was used for 
the first time in the Speech from the Throne 
jn ‘these words ; “ His Majesty trusts that the 
situation of Hia Majesty's Catholic subjects 
will engage your serious attention.” In the 
closing speech of the session, however, the 
Lord Lieutenant reverted, acting, no doubt, 
on the advice of cautious counsellors, to the

THE PRAYER BOOK. 

The report of the Prayer Book Committee 
stated that the Committee met fifteen times 
in the year 1925-4. “Last year the Com- 
mittee was re-appointed “for the purpose of 
completing such portions of the reyision as 
they had then, in hand.” This had been done, 
and. the resolutions now submitted for 
approval bY the.General Synod completed the 

roposals for the second revision by the 
Church: of lreland 6f the Boók. of Common 
Prayer. But although the process of Prayer 
Book reform had been arrested for a time, 
the werk of the Committee in connection 
with this revision had not yet come to an end. 

All -resolutions that are passed this year 
must subsequently be presented in the form 
of bills. It all then be necessary to in- 
corporate into the Prayer Book the substance 
of all the. bills since 1921 and have 
the book printed as .accurately as possible, 
The Committee asked. that they be re- 
appointed. so that provision might be made 
for the editing and printing of the new Book 
of Common Prayer. . 

Ata conferente tt was decided that for the 

nt. all that was needed was a fresh trans: 
Lotion of Morning and Evening Prayer, 
and Lie pare upon 

Several Occasions, the Coilecta to used 


throughout the year, and the Order for the 
Administretion of the Lord's Supper and some 
selections of Psalms. 

It was agreed that, apart from changes 
mede bv the authority of the General Synod, 
the text of the Book of Common Prayer 
in Irieh at present in use shéuld be adhered 
to, ‘with such modifications as were necessary 
to improve the idiom. The experts mentioned 
tas they were feady to begin the work forth- 
with. 

Considerable, time was devoted to the dis- 
cussioif of the alterations . sugg by the 
C iftee. 

An amendment to ia to make altera- 
tions in the text of t pistles and Gospels, 
propesedby Mr. T. H. Maxwell, K.C., and 
secomded by Mr. C. E. French, was lost— 
“That, in the Epistles and Gospels and all 
othér."portions of the Scriptures, except the 
Psalter; incorporated in the Book of Common 
Prayer, the wording of the Authorised 
Version be retained.” 

The discussion on the report of the Prayer 
Book Committee was adjourned.

Canon HH: D; Murphy, D.D., Belfest, pro-

A general meeting of the members of the 
Bray Branch of the Irish Houseowners’ Pro- 
tection Association was held in the Town 
Hall, Bray, last night for the purpose of pro- 
testing against the passing of Captain Red- 
mond's own Tenants’ Bill into law. , Mr. 
H. J. 8. Fullerton presided. 

The Chaieman said that the bill was a 
Bolshevik measure. It mesos that the tenant 
was to be given the right to part ownership 
iin his landlord’s property. It made egal 
\what the previous and the present Rent 
‘Restrictions Acts stated to be illegal. 

Mr. H. Mallev moved the adoption of a 
resolution strongly denouncing the prineiple 
contained in the Town Tenants’ Bill, 1924, on 
the ground that it aimed at the unjust aestruc- 
thon of economic rights. The rcsolutio 
further said that it was feared that if the 
bill was passed its principle would be applied 
to all kinds of property and every line of 
business. Therefore, it was the duty of all 
public bodies in the Free State to denounce 
strenously the principle, and to co-operate in 
preventing it being given the sanction of the 
law. The resolution also demanded the im- 
mediate withdrawal of the Rent Restrictions 
Act of 1925. 

Mr. Molloy said that the bill gave to the 
sitting tenant-fifty per cent of his landlord's 
sing tenant fifty per cent. of his 
landlord's interest in the landlord's 
property, for which the tenant gave not even 
one penny'’s worth of consideration. A new 
tenant coming in had to pay a premium to 
get into the house. He had also to pay 
rent to the landlord, and the outgoing tenant 
had got half the landlord’s property. Again. 
if the landlord wanted to sell he must give 
notice to his tenant, who had a first option 
to buy at from 10 to 15 years’ purchase. i 
the ground landlord wanted to sell he 

to give notice to the tenant of the house, not 
to his own immediate tenant, and the house 
terant had the first option of purchase. so 
that this tenant could hecome the landlord 
of his own landlord at 10 or 15 years’ pur 
chase. 

The bill im its entirety, he declared, 
grotesquely dishonest. If any member of the 
Government sponsored it, it would prove bad 
business. for the Government. (Anp!ause.) 

Mr. J. "7, Reigh, seconding the motion, 
said that the bill meant absolute robbery.
